Playing for figu re*, also, and a determined zeal to recover lw» d shots 
were attribu ted as p redominant reasons for the su ccess of American golf 
by an u nsigned corresp ondent of the London Standard, who wrote: 
“If the British p rofessionals are p rep ared to learn their lesson, the hol­ 
low and almost bloodless victory of the Americans at St. Annes may be the 
best thing that cou ld have hap p ened. 
"There Is not the slightest dou bt that they were hu miliated. 
One 
atched them standing arou nd the scoreboard noting the retu rns, and, p ain­ 
fu l as was the comp arison between their own and the Americans* efforts, it 
cou ld not be avoided. 
Obviou sly they felt that the p osition had to be faced, 
and that all excu ses, no matter how cleverly they were manu factu red, were 
u seless. 
“Even Harry Vardon took this view. His exp lanation at the moment was 
hat the British golfer was In a p nnic bu t the longer the p lay lasted the more 
marked became the su p eriority of the Americans and in the end the mastery 
was comp lete. 
“I believe that the conceit of the British p rofessional, has at last been 
knocked ou t of him. 
Since the war he ha* been living on a rep u tation that 
other p layers created for him and which he was not worthy to maintain. 
British golf was so su p reme for so long becau se the Vardons and the Hil­ 
tons made it so and the p layers who have drop p ed iu to their shoes have 
failed dismally to keep u p the standard. 
"America’s golf has. of cou rse. In the meantime, made giant strides bu t 
the debacle of St. Annes wou ld not have hap p ened even fifteen years ago. 
“Accep ting the American standard as the highest, what is wrong with 
British golf? Analyze the p lay of Hagen and the reason Is at once discovered. 
Hagen is the worst first class golfer I ever have seen In the sense that it 
seems u tterly imp ossible for him to p lay a rou nd which is not crowded with 
bad shots. Bu t Hagen wou ld say, 'What’s the odds? I get the figu res 
what 
else matters?’ 
“Here you have the ou tlook and the object of the American golfer. 
His 
aim Is figu res; figu res all the time and he cou nts only the shots as good ones 
that he gets Into the hole. 
In his keenness, his ru thletsness and his disre­ 
gard for everything bu t his own interest, he is never disconcerted by a bad 
shot, no matter how u np romising the p osition in which the ball finishes, 
“ ‘That’s where It lies,’ he says, ‘1 have got to make the best of it and 
It’s my bu siness to see that I do not drop a stroke.* 
In a nu tshell, the 
Amertcans have come to the conclu sion that the p rize Is to be won not by 
gaining strokes bu t by saving them. That beyond all qu estion is the secret 
of their su ccess. They p ay more attention to the recovering shots tliu n to 
those which are more or less straight-forward. Their chief stu dy lias been 
in the short game and In this p hase they have become wonderfu lly exp ert. 
“If they are In a bu nker near the green they are not content merely to 
get ou t; they mu st p lay the ball near enou gh to the hole to get down in one 
p u tt and if there Is the slightest chance they will never overlook the p ossi­ 
bility of actu ally holing ou t. 
“Hagen is the su p reme master of the short game— the chip on the p itch 
and the one p u tt. Bu t ail the leading Americans are far more su ccessfu l In 
this dep artment of the game than the British golfer. Bobby Jones can save 
the strokes as well as Hagen and so can Mehlhorn and all give to the task 
the same deliberate care and concentration In the art of shot p rodu ction.” 
The mental attitu de of the Americans toward the game was p ointed ou t 
as their big asset by the corresp ondent of the I^ondon Herald, who com­ 
mented as follows: 
“Why do the Americans win? 1 believe that the exp lanation is entirely 
p sychological. 
It is not that their methods are better, or that their ability 
to hit the ball accu rately Is greater than that of the leading British golfers 
It is that they have a different mental attitu de toward the game. 
“In England it is the ingrained habit of the p layer to say to himself when 
an Iron shot fails to fall on the p u tting green, ’There’s a stroke lost.’ 
He 
may have some vagu e hop e of saving it bu t he does not exp ect to do so.* He 
has coine to believe that a stroke gone astray is a stroke lost forever. 
He 
chip s his next shot somewhere on the green and in at least nine instances 
ou t of ten takes the standard two p u tts. 
“It never occu rs to the American that this is the traditional manner in 
which ju stice is disp ensed on the links. 
Perhap s they are too you : ; at the 
game to have any fear of it. When they mis* an iron shot lb 
;.;y to them 
selves, ‘Well, I can hole ou t now with a p itch and a p n* 
; u d still get p ar, 
"This is no mere imagining. 
They say it not o 
:¡.j to themselves; they 
say it to anybody when the su bject oi how to - 
is u nder diu cu ssfon. 
It is 
the first article In Walter Hagen's faith 
' h ere is nothing on earth to p re­ 
vent a p layer from holing ou t in t*.v , » hots from a distance of 30. 40 or 50 
yards, if he makes u p his mini to do so. 
"Bobby Jones, the new champ ion, adop ts p recisely the same view; it is 
indeed, the view of all the Americans. And believing they can ju stify it, they 
su cceed. 
“One effect of this faith Ls that they concentrate mu ch more tensely than 
most British p layers when the short game demands attention. 
It has been 
said that their concentration is the secret of it all bu t I am convinced that 
the basis of their strength is the faith that a stroke never need be lost and 
that the concentration follows natu rally when the stroke has to be saved 
When things are going well with the American, his p laying p ace is normal 
When they are going ill he waits for a saving shot to fill his mind. That is 
the difference.” 
The real valu e of American training in the American system of p laying 
was held by another critic to be rep resented in the imp rovement in the game 
of Tommy Armou r since he came to the United States. 
“As an amateu r in this cou ntry five years ago, Armou r was a very ordi 
nary p layer," he said. “Today he is one of the first twelve American p rofes 
sionals. 
His imp rovement Is astonishing, and, as he admits it is all du e to 
the fact that he has adop ted the American method of getting the ball into 
the hole. 
“If the British p layers will be p rep ared to p ay less attention to the 
science of the game—for the modern ball lias driven it ou t and today only 
tru e straight hitting is requ ired—and will concentrate on the figu res, he can 
catch u p easily with his American rival as a scoring machine.” 
To get back to Tommy Webster again. 
His theory is that only another 
general strike in Britain can p revent another American conqu est next year 
if the Americans go to England. 
“Cecil Leitch won the British woman’s golf champ ionship for u s,“ be 
said. 
“Bu t the strike scared away Glenna Collett and she cou ldn’t stay to 
p lay.
